LOOKING AHEAD 

Advance Reservations for the Trail Ride due to start from Banff on July 28th indicate 
that unless unforeseen events intervene we shall have a large turn-out. The idea of a 
High Line Trail between Banff and Lake Louise is evidently popular, and is bringing in 
old timers as well as new comers. The surprising thing is that the trail has not been cut 
before. Most of it is above timber line or in larch country with very little fire hazard and 
the route is so punctuated with watering places and meadow rich in horse feed that it is 
ideal for a four or five day trip. Following the practice which experience has shown to be 
good in the case of a large party, one day out of one five days has been planned for a lay¬ 
over, so that those who wish to rest may do so. At the same time this lay over camp near 
Taylor Lake is almost virgin water for the fly fisherman, while there is time for those 
who wish to ride or hike to the high pass overlooking the glaciers flanking Moraine Lake. 

The rate will be as usual $45 from Banff to the end of trail and the Sun Dance Lodge. 
Bus transportation will be available for 75 cents to Lake Louise or $3 back to Banff. 
A limited number of sleeping bags may be rented at $5 each for the Trail Ride.

“From Sunshine Camp 
the grades are more gentle 
and the open grassy 
alplands of Simpson Pass, 
thickly strewn with 
mountain wild flowers, 
pink heath and white 
heather, and interspersed 
with charming little, 
bright blue tarns and 
groves of larch are, apart 
from the historic interest 
of the pass, most fascinat¬ 
ing. Here, when the sun 
shines, is true mountain 
paradise, and one is loth 
to leave so beautiful a 
place, but the trail leads 
on over Redearth Pass 
and gently drops to Egypt 
Lake. 


THE EGYPT LAKES 

The Egypt Lakes area through which the 
Trail Ride of 1939 will pass was mapped by 
Mr. A. 0. Wheeler, a valued member of 
our organization, who wrote an interesting 
account of this terrain some years ago, from 
which the following is an extract:- - 

“After thirty years of exploration, surveys 
and mapping of the main ranges of the 
Canadian Rockies, the writer can safely say 
that outstanding among them for scenic 
charm and interest may be classed the group 
of peaks, lakes and alpine meadows of the 
Egypt Lake area, dominated by the snow- 
crowned Mt. Ball, 10,825 feet in altitude. 
Through the centre of this striking group of 
peaks lies the route of the High Line Trail 
between Banff and Lake Louise. 

“The route up Healy Creek to Sunshine 
Camp, although presenting a long, steep, 
hill climb to the upper levels, is by far the

“Egypt Lake is the first 
of a series of delightful 
little mountain tarns of 
exquisite shades of blue 
and green.

grandest of the three routes to Mt. Assini- 
boine. Views of the stupendous rock 
precipices of Mt. Bourgeau well repay the 
exertions of the climb. 


“A feature of great interest is Sir George 
Simpson’s ‘hole in the wall.’ About half a 
mile north from the foot of the big hill rising 
to Sunshine Camp level, where you cross a 
stream flowing to Healy Creek, may be seen 
in one of the great rock slabs bounding the 
valley on the eastern side a round hole 
through the slab not very far from the top. 
It is about 20 feet high and about 40 feet 
wide and looks at first sight like a snow 
spot, but closer inspection shows it to be an 
opening through the rock, and clouds may 
be seen passing across it. This is the ‘hole 
on the wall’ mentioned by Simpson in his 
account of crossing the Pass on his overland 
trip of 1841, and not the cave on the north 
side of the Bow Valley near Sawback, which 
is generally so called. A number of years 
ago an Alpine Club Party 
climbed to the cavity on 
Healy Creek and estab¬ 
lished its dimensions.

by rocky heights, is Mummy Lake. Farther 
on, directly beside the trail, lies Haiduk 
Lake, a bright blue sunny little tarn, fed by 
the melting snows of Haiduk Peak. Directly 
above Egypt and Scarab Lakes rise the 
Pharaoh Peaks and at their eastern base 
lie three other little tarns, of which the 
central one is named Black Rock Lake. 
Leaving Haiduk Lake, the route follows 
Haiduk Creek to Shadow Lake, the largest 
and most picturesque of all the lakes seen 
on the trail. It lies below the towering 
precipices of Mt. Ball, in a circle at the head 
of a very beautiful valley. 

“From Shadow Lake, over Gibbon Pass, 
the trail leads close by the Twin Lakes and 
crosses the deep valley of Altrude Creek to 
Castle Mountain Chalet-Bungalow Camp. 

“It is always of interest to know how and 
why the names of topographical features 
such as mountains, lakes, streams, etc., have 
come to be applied, and it has been part of 
the writer’s duty when mapping the mount¬ 
ain regions to apply names where none had 
previously been given. Consider a mountain 


region 600 miles long and 200 miles wide 
and imagine what a brain-racking task it 
has been to find suitable names over much 
of its space. 

“In the Egypt Lake area, Pharaoh Peaks 
was a name already in existence when the 
section was mapped, hence the sequence 
for the lakes: Egypt, Scarab and Mummy. 
“Haiduk’ is a Polish term for a lively young 
woman, a hoiden. First seen from a height 
with sunshine and shadow dancing on the 
surface of the lake, the name seemed as 
suitable as any other and has an impressive 
sound; it was also applied to the peak. 
Black Rock Lake >s due to its location at 
the base of dark rock precipices of the 
eastern face of the Pharaoh Peaks. 

“On the western side of the ridge sepa¬ 
rating Scarab Lake from Haiduk Lake is 
Whistling Valley, so-named because of the 
shrill, resounding whistles of a number of 
hoary marmots (Arctomys Columbianus) 
who greeted me when I first entered the 
valley.” 
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THE MAGIC OF BUTTONS 

In the September 1864 issue of the 
Atlantic Monthly there appeared a world¬ 
shaking article by a woman writer, Katherine 
Kent Child Walker, entitled “The Total 
Depravity of Inanimate Things.” In this 
the writer referred to 

“the elusiveness of soap, the knottiness 
of strings, the transitory nature of 
buttons, the inclination of suspenders 
to twist, and of hooks to forsake their 
lawful eyes”. 

In referring to the transitory nature of 
buttons, this writer was more or less a 
prophet, for we have in our own day seen 
the supremacy of the button threatened by 
the invasion of the zipper. It would be 
interesting to know what the religious sect 
called the Amish which flourishes in Penn¬ 
sylvania thinks of the change, for it used to 
look on buttons as the invention of the devil 
and adopted the dogma that clothes must 
be fastened not with buttons but with hooks 
and eyes. 

Yet as an ornament and insignia of 
distinction the button has not only a tradi¬ 


tion behind it but has also a long life ahead 
of it. The Veterans of the Civil War adopted 
a button about which poems were written 
and songs were sung —- 

“The little brown button, 

The sacred bronze button. 

The Grand Army button 
He wore on his coat.” 

It was with that in mind that a button 
was conceived as the insignia of the Trail 
Riders of the Canadian Rockies sixteen 
years ago, since when it has adorned an 
army of outdoor lovers who have qualified 
for membership by riding fifty miles or more 
of trail within one or other of the National 
Parks in the Canadian Rockies. 

Looking over an old number of Country 
Life in America, your Secretary came across 
an article by Reginald T. Townsend, one 
of the Charter Members, descriptive of the 
trail ride and the snowstorm on Wolverine 
Plateau on which our Order was born, and 
as there are many new members who may 
not know that history, it is here recounted. 

The original party consisted of Reginald 
and Mrs. Townsend, R. H. Palenske, H.

Armstrong Roberts of Philadelphia, Byron 
Harmon of Banff and J. M. Gibbon, the 
head guide being Walter Nixon of Invermere, 
B.C., assisted by Madeleine Turner, at that 
time the only girl guide in these parts, Jim, 
a blacksmith when he was not guiding, Pete, 
a prospector cowboy, Jack from Texas and 
Bill, a cowboy from the prairies. Some idea 
of the condition of the riders may be gathered 
from a photograph of one of the camps in 
which Palenske is seen drawing a mural on 
a tent with the inscription “The Sore Horse¬ 
men of the Apocalypse.” 

Your Secretary was induced to go on this 
trip at the instigation of the late H. B. Clow, 
President of the Rand McNally Company 
of Chicago, who had camped on the 
Wolverine Plateau and declared that the 
Canadian Rockies held no finer scenery. 
Camparing notes, your Secretary and Mr. 
Clow discovered that the reason why they 
had taken to trail riding was the same, but 
with a difference. The object was the same, 
namely to improve their respective silhou¬ 
ettes, but this was accomplished in the case 
of Mr. Clow by putting on flesh, and in the 
case of your Secretary by reducing. In the 
case of the latter, ten days of trail riding 
resulted in a reduction of four inches round 
the waist line. 


One of the attractions of the Wolverine 
Plateau, so we were told, was that it was 
carpeted with white heather. The trail to 
the Plateau from the Kootenay Valley was 
ablaze with wild flowers. Here is Reginald 
Townsend’s description: — 

“Here were fields covered with purple 
or white heather that would have 
brought a small fortune at a florist’s, 
Solomon’s seal, — false and real — 
forget-me-nots, anemones, avalanche 
lilies, and buttercup abounded, and 
everywhere the gorgeous flaming Red 
Indian paintbrush so fascinating to 
Eastern eyes.” 

A summer snowstorm, not unlike that 
which caught us at Mount Assiniboine two 
summers ago, tied us in camp for a while, 
and it was on the morning of the second day 
the your Secretary thought of Buttons. 

“Let’s invent an Order based on Buttons,” 
he said at breakfast, and the idea caught on. 
Reginald Townsend said he would help in 
the publicity, and as he was then Editor of 
Country Life in America, that meant a lot. 
R. H. Palenske said he would design the 
buttons, and your Secretary undertook to 
write the Constitution. The democratic 
character of that Constitution is evident 


from the Clause that it is “open to all, 
irrespective of age, sex, creed, colour or 
profession.” A fortunate decision, for that 
Constitution enabled us to enlist all sorts 
and conditions of riders, including the King 
of Siam, who claimed the right to qualify, 
as his profession at that time was that of 
being a King; also Oscar, the waiter at the 
Banff Springs Hotel, who was delegated to 
ride ahead of the royal party with a 
thermos bottle for the picnic lunches they 
enjoyed while riding the trails — it was 
His Majesty who put in the claim for Oscar 
when we were holding the final pow-wow 
about mileages. 

One of the first prospective members to 
whom your Secretary wrote was Mr. H. B. 
Clow, who at once replied that he wished 
to be a Charter Member, and what were 
the duties of a Charter Member? Your 
Secretary, remembering that Mr. Clow was 
the President of the largest map-making 
concern in the world, replied that it was his 
duty to supply the charts, and this Mr. Clow 
nobly did at a cost to himself of about 
$3,000. At that time there was no compre¬ 
hensive map of the Parks showing the trails, 
so that the first Official Trail Chart was of 
immense value to us in securing members. 


At the second pow-wow at Wapta Lodge 
Mr. Clow told us of the discovery that 
twenty of his draughtsmen were engaged in 
marking this monumental chart. 

The organization of the first Trail Ride 
presented many problems. Suppose it should 
rain, what would we do? Two ideas were 
adopted (1) to prepare and unveil a plaque 
in honour of the doyen of Canadian Guides, 
Tom Wilson. That would surely bring the 
Banff people; (2) to provide against the 
possibility of rain, a songsheet was prepared 
with parodies on well known songs suitable 
for trail riders at the campfire. 

Both these ideas bore fruit. The Banff 
people turned up in force to do honour to 
Tom Wilson. Also it rained, but with the 
aid of a piano borrowed from the Y.M.C.A. 
at Field, and with Frances James to lead the 
singing in the big Sun Dance Lodge Tent, 
nobody seemed to notice it. 


Many Trail Riders will regret to 
hear of the death in Bolivia of Mrs. 
G. Maitland Kirwan (formerly Mary 
Snell), which occurred on March 6th, 
apparently as the result of shock due 
to a narrow escape from an accident 
on a railway track.
